QUALITY STILL 
PARAMOUNT. 

Much free advice has been tendered cattle 
feeders in the past year as to the type of 
feed lot replacements they should buy. The 
general run of the official pronouncements 
have recommended a cheaper quality feeder 
steer carried to a fair to good finish. Little 
or no encouragement has been given to the 
feeding of top quality calves or yearlings. 
This publicity campaign has established in 
the minds of many people the idea that 
quality in beef, either in the feed lot re- 
placements or in the finished product, is no 
longer desirable—in fact, the inference is 
that it is downright unpatriotic. 

For the practical man who must make his 
living from his cattle, much of the advice 
has hurt, rather than helped. For one thing, 
there have been times during the past year 
when common to good steers, because of the 
heavy demand, have sold higher, relatively, 
than have cattle of top breeding. In the 
second place, the amount of feed necessary 
to get many of these cattle to even a fair 
degree of finish could have been better em- 
ployed putting more and better pounds on 
cattle of better quality. 

The University of Illinois has run feeding 
tests on the amount of corn necessary to 
carry various grades of feeder cattle to a 
“good” finish. Common steers fed to a 
good finish required 3.9 pounds of corn for 
every pound of gain; this compares with 
3.2 pounds of corn needed to take choice 
feeders to a choice finish. Medium quality 
cattle fed to only a good finish still took 
3.4 pounds of corn per pound of gain 
against the 3.2 pounds required to get 


ABERDEEN-ANGUS 
MARKET TOPPERS. 


Although loads of long fed steers of 
a quality and finish warranting the top 
Chicago price of $17.00 are becoming 
increasingly scarce, a number of Aber- 
deen-Angus loads have sold at the top 
price in recent weeks. 

On March 1, Henry Longmeyer of 
Adair County, Iowa, sold twenty-one 
head of 1164 pound Blacks at $17.00. 
Also on the Chicago market the same 
day was William Gorman of LaSalle 
County, Illinois, with thirteen Aber- 
deen- Angus steers weighing 1104 
pounds and bringing $17.00. 

Another March 1 top load was that 
of Albert Butler, Lee County, Illinois, 
twenty-four Aberdeen-Angus averaging 
1132 pounds at $17.00. Since February 
16, this Aberdeen-Angus feeder has 
marketed seventy-seven head at the ex- 
treme top. 

On March 15, Lyman Kemmis of 
Whiteside County, Illinois, sold twenty- 
eight Blacks averaging 1095 pounds at 
$17.00. He previously topped the Chi- 
cago market February 23 with a 1028 
pound load. 

Nineteen head of “black whitefaces” 
sold at the Chicago top of $17.00 on 
April 10. There were nineteen head of 
the Angus-Hereford crossbreds weigh- 
ing 1194 pounds and they were fed by 
Joe Pohlan, Sioux County, Iowa. They 
were the only $17.00 steers on the 
market that day. 
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choice beef from choice cattle. The most 
efficient production was from choice feed- 
ers carried to a good finish—here 1 pound 
of beef was produced for every 1.9 pounds 
of corn fed. Compared with common cattle 
carried to the same degree of finish, there 
was a Saving of 600 pounds of corn for ev- 
ery 300 pounds of gain put on the choice 
steers. Just how many million bushels of 
corn and tons of protein feed have been 
wasted in the past year trying to make 
fair beef from common cattle would make 
interesting reading. 

Anyone can raise scrub cattle. You just 
let some cows run with as cheap a bull as 
you can find. You don’t have to bother 
with culling and selection. Conformation 
and type are just words in the dictionary. 
In contrast, it takes brains and work to 
produce top cattle. There is a constant 
search for better bulls and females; the 
ever-present job of culling the herd of the 
poorer producers and replacing them with

the better young females. But the results 
are apparent all the way from the range to 
the consumer’s table. 

In view of the present tight grain and 
protein situation, coupled with the need for 
beef, it is the breeder and feeder of top 
cattle that is making the greatest national 
contribution. For today, top breeding and 
quality are more important than ever, even 
though this fact is not generally recognized.

Our boys who left their 
fine herds to join the colors will be greatly 
disappointed should the value of their herds 
be destroyed, or even set back a century 
through gross manipulation during their 
absence. So let us get together and do some- 
thing about it now. Write Mr. Holbert and 
give him your views on this vitally import- 
ant matter. Here is his letter: 


April 29, 1944 


Mr. R. C. Pollock, 

National Livestock and Meat Board, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

Dear Mr. Pollock: 

I have been an admirer of the work you 
and your organization has carried on in be- 
half of the meat industry of this country. 
It has been helpful to both the consumer 
and the producer. Your board has done a 
wonderful job in this war, cooperating with 
the Army. This conflict which we face and 
the victory which ultimately will be ours is 
the one and only big issue facing this na- 
tion today. However, when the conflict is 
over there is going to be confusion in all 
business. The live stock industry is not go- 
ing to be an exception. 

It is needless for me to say that the field 
of live stock production is in a rather jit-

tery position, if not dangerous, as we look 
into the fall of 1944 and face 1945. Labor 
costs have advanced and the efficiency of 
labor has decreased upon our farms and in 
our feed lots. The feed situation, accord- 
ing to Government statisticians and general 
observers, is not adequate to properly carry 
the number of animals and poultry which 
we now have on hand unless nature again 
gives us a wonderful crop. 

Viewing the live stock industry and the 
future of the meat industry I am quite con- 
cerned, therefore, I am writing to you, 
whom I know to be familiar with the meat 
industry. I am also forwarding a copy of 
this letter to Dean C. F. Curtiss asking him 
for his opinion. I know you and I will 
agree he is the sage of the live stock in- 
dustry of America. 

One of the points I would like to raise is: 
Are we getting away from the fundament- 
als in our effort to do our best for the war 
effort? I have grown concerned over the 
seeming lack of emphasis on quality in our 
live stock. There is being left the feeling 
that quality of meats is no longer essential 
to the consumer. I grow rather clammy 
at the thought of the effect this might have 
upon the future consumption of meat by 
the average American citizen after this war 
is over. I am concerned, not because a few 
theorists are dreaming that we are going 
to live on cereal, but I am decidedly con- 
cerned over the fact that the American 
housewife is getting away from good meat 
and quality meat; that the American fam- 
ily is getting away from the idea that meat 
is tender, wholesome, and a necessary food 
for good health. 

I am also concerned over the fact that 
the American farmers are gaining the im- 
pression from some educators, some Gov- 
ernment agencies, and some men engaged 
in the live stock marketing business, that 
quality does not matter during an emer- 
gency. 

I had a talk recently with a man whom 
I felt was well grounded and a good judge 
of live stock. He said to me, “THIS IS 
EMERGENCY. MAYBE WE SHOULD 
FORGET ABOUT QUALITY IN OUR 
PRODUCTION DURING THIS EMER- 
GENCY.” Now I maintain that if our bet- 
ter type individuals and quality individuals 
were sound in the production line before 
this emergency, then they should be even 
more’ sound during the emergency. If there 
is any time that one should lean back 
against the sound fundamentals it is during 
an emergency. If we have been on the 
wrong track with our live stock pro- 
gram, then we should reform. But, if the 
better type and the quality cattle were 
fundamentally sound before the war, THEY 
MUST BE SOUND NOW. 


Thousands of people are confused by 
thinking that fat is the main factor, if not 
the sale factor, in determining the value of 
a carcass. Every packer in America knows 
that is wrong. Every meat market man 
knows it is wrong. Because of the feed sit- 
uation and labor we all agree that extreme 
prime heavy cattle are not necessary during

When Should 
Hay be Cut? 


(Continued from page 6) 

The time of cutting and the methods used 
in harvesting, determine to a larger extent 
the quality of hay produced than does the 
kind or variety of hay grown. Keeping in 
mind the importance of protein, a good 
principle to follow is to time the cutting so 
that the greatest amount of digestible pro- 
tein is secured per acre, per year. Some 
deviations from this principle will be neces- 
sary depending upon existing circumstan- 
ces, crop, and kind of hay desired. For ex- 
ample, the stand of perennial crops may be’ 
greatly weakened by continued early cut- 
ting. Or, it may be wise when protein feeds 
are scarce or expensive to cut hay earlier 
than usual to secure the greatest possible 
yield of this essential feed constituent. The 
chart, on the preceding page, shows the re- 
sults of red clover yield in a four-year test 
in northwestern Ohio (which apply to north- 
ern and central Indiana, Illinois and Iowa 
as well) where weekly cuttings were made 
from May 26 to July 7, carefully weighed 
and analyzed for protein content. (Chart 
shown on page 6 of booklet). 


CUT EARLY RATHER 
THAN LATE. 


In actual practice when hay harvest is 
spread over several weeks, cutting must be- 
gin before the ideal stage of maturity is 
reached so that the greater portion may be 
harvested before it has become too mature 
to make good feed. The proper time to cut 
the more common hay crops is indicated in 
the table above. Mixed hay should be cut 
when the crop which makes up the major 
portion of the mixture is at its best state 
of maturity. 

Curing, the most important part of hay 
making, begins as soon as the hay is cut. 
Two objectives must be kept in mind if the 
resulting hay is to be of high quality: 

1. The moisture content must be reduced 
as quickly as possible to a point which will 
insure safe storage. 

2. The loss of leaves and color must be 
held to a minimum so as to retain as much 
as possible of the original nutritive value 
of the crop. 

At the stages of growth when usually cut 
for hay, most legumes contain 70 to 75 per 
cent water or more, and most grasses 60 to 
75 per cent. When the moisture content 


has been reduced to between 20 and 25 per 
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cent, the hay is generally considered safe 
for mass storage. The method that is used 
to bring about this reduction in moisture 
content largely determines the quality of 
hay produced. 

In the swath, hay plants overlap each 
other like shingles on a roof, with the upper 
or leafy parts exposed and the stems next 
to the ground, covered. If curing is carried 
to completion in the swath, the leaves be- 
come dry, brittle and bleached long before 
the stems have lost sufficient moisture for 
safe storage. With legume hay, especially 
alfalfa, most of the leaves break off and 
are lost when the hay is handled. Obvious- 
ly, swath curing cannot produce good hay. 


SWATH-WINDROW 
CURING BEST. 


In order to promote more uniform curing 
of leaves and stems, and prevent the loss 
of valuable nutrients, present-day author- 
ities recommend that most of the curing be 
done in windrows after the hay has become 
well wilted in the swath. This procedure 
requires the least labor, is rapid, and con- 
serves leaves and color. Experienced hay 
growers have found that if the hay is left 
in the swath until the plants are thoroughly 
limp and soft, and is placed in windrows 
before the leaves have become dry enough 
to shatter, the quality will be as good as 
when windrowed sooner, and curing will be 
complete several hours earlier. 


In windrow curing, the size and construc- 
tion of the windrow are important because 
the rate of curing is dependent upon the 
movement of air through and under the hay. 
Small, loose, fluffy windrows such as pro- 
duced by the side-delivery rake have been 
found to be the most satisfactory. In hay 
yielding from 1% to 2 tons per acre, a 7- 
foot mower swath makes an ideal windrow. 
For heavier crops, a shorter mower cutter- 
bar should be used. 


SIDE RAKE TURNS LEAVES

The action of the left-hand side-delivery 
rake has a decided tendency to place the 
leafy portions of the hay plants inside the 
windrow and the stems outside. This sub- 
jects the slowly curing stems to the direct 
drying action of the sun while most of the 
leaves cure in comparative shade. 


Under most circumstances hay should not 
remain in the swath over night, because of 
the danger of discoloration from dew. The 
cutting and raking should be timed to pro- 
vide a few hours of windrow curing before

volved. Temperature, humidity, wind, em, 
method of handling and many other fy.

er is the best guide. 

Some hay makers judge whether or mi 
the hay has cured sufficiently by twisting 
a handful of stems taken from the cente 
of the windrow. If they have a tenden 
to rope, the hay is not safe to store, Ai 
other indication of too much moisture is tk 
presence of moisture brought to the surfae 
by the twisting. Hay, dry enough for sa 
storage, will not rope, and some stems Wi 
break when twisted.

and windrow types, frequently strips many 
valuable leaves from the stems. Even if the 
loose leaves remain in the bale, they and 
many others are usually lost when it is torn 
apart for feeding. Once on the barn or 
feed floor, the leaves are usually a total 
loss, for even if swept up they are so dusty 
that live stock will seldom eat them. 


MAKES QUALITY 
HAY IN VOLUME. 

Heretofore hay which possessed the three 
coveted qualities of leafiness, high color and 
softness could only be obtained by low vol- 
ume methods which involved much hand lab- 
or or special equipment too expensive for 
general use. The sliced-hay pick-up baler 
makes it possible for the average hay grow- 
er to produce comparatively large amounts 
of high quality hay at low cost. A small 
family crew furnishes all of the labor re- 
quired, the haying operation is speeded up, 
and the output per man-hour is large. 


HANDLING REDUCED 
TO A MINIMUM. 

In contrast to all of these common meth- 
ods of handing cured hay, the sliced-hay 
pick-up baler “packages” all of the original 
goodness of the hay, field-fresh, with a 
minimum of agitation and in convenient 
slices for easy feeding without waste. The 
windrow is gently lifted by the floating 
pick-up and fed in a continuous ribbon into 
the side of the baling chamber by a smooth, 


cross conveyor and a large feeder drum, 
instead of being torn apart and pushed 
down from above by a feederhead. Since 
no divider blocks are used, every stroke of 
the plunger bales a charge of hay. There 
is no lost motion—no baler blocks to handle. 
A heavy knife on the plunger separates 
each charge from its neighbors, making a 
bale that is ready-sliced for easy feeding. 
When the bale ties are removed, the bale 
separates into equal portions for distribu- 
tion; all of the feeding value of the hay is 
saved for the stock.

The third annual Chicago Market Fat 
Stock and Carlot Competition will be held 
at the Chicago Stock Yards from December 
2d to 7th, 1944, according to B. H. Heide, 
manager of the International Live Stock 
Exposition, and in charge of this substitute 
event. 

It will take the place of the regular In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition, cancelled 
following the 1941 show because of the war. 

The competition will include all of the fat 
stock classes, in both individual and carlot 
contests, that were formerly featured at 
the International; and the same prize money 
will be offered by the Union Stock Yard 
and Transit Company, sponsors of the show. 

Farm boys and girls will again exhibit 
steers, lambs, and hogs in the Junior Live 
Stock Feeding Contest, a feature of the 
market show. 

The only change over last year’s classi- 
fication is a reduction in the upper weight 
limit on hogs in keeping with the trend to 
lighter weight market hogs. The heavy

weight class will be for barrows weighing 
from 270 to 300 pounds. The light and 
medium weight classes will remain the same 
as last year, from 200 to 230 pounds and 
from 230 to 270 pounds. 

Entries will be accepted for the show up 
to November Ist, with the exception of the 
carload lots of fat and feeder cattle, sheep, 
and swine. These may be made up to No- 
vember 25th.
